LOS ANGELES. Feb. ».— (The 
United Press.)— Mabel Normand 
today told The United Press of her 
visit to the home of William Des- 
mond Taylor on the night he was 
murdered. Miss Normand Is near 
collapse from the tragedy. Tears 
stood In her eyes ss she spoke. 

Tvo known Mr. Taylor for years." 
the comedienne said. "There was 
never any love affair existing be- 
tween us— never! I loved Mr. Tsy- 
lor simply ss a good comrade — a pal 
with whom I could discuss subjects 
In which -we were mutuslly Inter- 
ested. Kor Instance, 1 have been 
studying French. Mr. Taylor, who 
spoke French fluently, helped ran 
tremendously. I sm somewhat in- 
terested In philosophy and meta- 
physics. Again, In those subjects 
he was an Invaluable teacher. I 
seldorq saw Mr. Taylor except at a 
gathering of friends. It's true. But 
I frequently conversed with him 
over the telephone. As a general 
rule, this was merely to ask certain 
questions regarding the subjects In 
which I am Interested." 

Then the star of "Mickey" and 
-Molly O" told- of her visit to West- 
lake Terrace Court on the fatal 
night 

"Wednesday was the first time I 
had ever called upon Mr. Taylor 
alone," she said, speaking In a low 
tone. . - 

"Then I stopped In for a few 
momenta on my way home in re- 



sponse to s message from Mr. Tay- 
lor left with my secretary. The 
message stated that Mr. Taylor had 
already sent one book I wanted to 
the house and had purchased sn- 
other — one 1 wanted particularly — 
and had It at his home.

"I; arrived at Mr. Taylor's boms 
sbout 7 o'clock Wednesday evening 
and left at 7:45," Miss Normand 
said.

In this KfOsltlon he 
remained until the -new republic of 
Polansj established official diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican at 
which time Rattl was appointed 
archbishop and was assigned to 
Poland as the representative of the 
Holy See.

IN FLAMING ARMY DIRIGIBLE 



10 FLIERS SURVIVE AS 
AIRSHIP ROMA BLOWS 
UP WHILE ON FLIGHT 

The United States army dirigible Roma, carrying about 
fifty crew and passengers, exploded above Hampton 
Roads at 2 o'clock today. Conflicting reports place the 
death list at from thirty-three to forty. Twelve survivors, 
two of whom died later, were taken from the wreckage. 
At 4:30 p. m., twenty bodies hajl been recovered. 

The Roma was purchased from Italy, being commis- 
sioned only recently. She has been taking trial flights 
with helium, a non-inflammable, non-explosive gas. This 
was removed Saturday and ordinary balloon gas sub- 
stituted. 

When the giant dirigible dropped to the ground, the 
flames were burning so fiercely that it was more than an 
hour after the tragedy before rescuers could approach to 
search for the bodies of the victims. The latest dispatch 
dealing with the tragedy follows: 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. —(The Associated Pre 8 «.)— The ac- 
cident to the Roma occurred when the vertical controls were car- 
ried away, Captain Doyle of the naval air station at Hampton Roads 
said in a telephone conversation late today with Admiral Mpf fett at 
the Navy Department. This, he said, caused the dirigible to dive 
nose first and in its descent it struck a high- tension electric, wire, 
causing the airship to catch fire. Captain Doyle reported that thir- 
ty-eight were believed dead and that ten or twelve had escaped. 

ONLY TEN SURVIVORS FOUND 
NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 21.— (The Associated Press.)— Explod- 
ing after crashing downward during a trial flight, the army's Italian- 
built airship Roma was destroyed toda, near the naval base here. 

It was officially announced at the army base at 3:40 o'clock 
that only ten survivors have been rescued from the Roma. Eight 
are seriously injured. All are in nearby hospitals. 
«, There were at least fifty men, including passengers and crew, 
on board.

DEATH TOLL REACHES 40. 

NORFOLK. Feb. 21. — (The United Press.) — 
Forty army fliers and civilian observers were reported 
killed today when the huge Government dirigible Roma 
exploded near Norfolk. This estimate was made by Ser- 
geant Peek, one of the survivors. At 4 p. m. the "wreck- 
age was still burning. Eight bodies had been removed. 
Nine severely injured men were taken to a hospital, where 
one. Lieutenant W. E. Riley, died.

household of a friend of Taylor's. 

Anderson, according to Peavey'a 
story, was an old acquaintance in 
St. Louis, where tho two worked 
and frequented tho same club for 
negro servants. 

MET NEAR TAYLOR'S. 

T«o weeks before the mysterjous 

murder lho two met near the Tay- 
lor homo. Peavey said. Anderson 
wua seeking employment. Peavey 
helped h'm obtain a Job us servant 
In the homo of one of Taylor's 
friends, whose name Is not men- 
tioned. 

Several days later, aocordlns to 
Peavey. Anderson' bogari work. 
Finding It unsatisfactory, ho left, 
later disappearing from tho city 
after frequenting Peavey'a em- 
ployer's homo en numerous oc- 
casions. 

STORY BREAKS DOWN. 

Acting on his Information. Inves- 
tigators communicated with St. 
Louis authorities, who denied the 
existence of any such club as 
Peavey named. They further re- 
ported thai no negro by the name 
of Anderson could be fuund even 
after a careful check on Peavey'a 
information. 

Authorities Investigating the mur- 
der myBtery have placed the slain 
man's wrist -watch In the hunds of 



an expert watchmaker, who will In- 
vestigate tho stoppage of the watch 
at ?:S1 o'clock on the night of the 
murder. 

CABLE FROM "MABEL." 

The watchmaker will try to de- 
termine ' whether tho watch was 
stopped by tho fall of the murdered 
owner or ran down naturally. On 
this fact, authorities believe, hinges 
considerable • Importance In deter- 
mining the exact time of the 
shooting. 

Interest also' centers around the 
cablegram from London, signed 
"Mabel," found among the dead 
mans effects. It read: "Dearest 
Hill.

Although apparently acceptable 
to most of the Republican and 
Democratic resrrvatlonlata on the 
committee, the reservation, accord 
Ing to today's discussion, will not 
receive unanimous committee ap- 
proval. Senator Johnson, Califor- 
nia, was said to have shown oppo- 
sition during the meeting, and It 
was generally expected that Senator 
Borah, who was absent, would take 
a similar position. 

MUCH MORE DIRECT.

Feb. 25.— (Tha As- 
sociated Press,) — Agreement to a 
postponement of the Gsnos eco- 
nomic conference, until April 10 was 
reached by Premier Polncara of 
Franc* and Prim* MinisUe Lloyd 
Gtorp of Great Britain at their 
confarenc* here today.

today In the Senate and House. The 
measure Incorporates • subsidy plan 
proposed by the Shipping Board and 
endorsed by President Harding In a 
message read today to a Joint aoa- 
al on- 
Introduced f In the Senate by 
Chairman Jones of the Commerce 
Committee, and In the House by 
Chairman Greene of the Merchant 
Marine Committee, the bill sets 
forth that the purpose of the direct 
subsidy provision .Is to_ "aid the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the 
American merchant marine, to pro- 
mote the growth- of the foreign com- 
merce of the United States, and to 
contribute to the national defense." 
CREATION OF FUND. 
Other provisions of the bill would 
authorise the creation of a "con- 
struction loan fund," to be adminis- 
tered by the Shipping Board and 
derived from the sale of Its vessels. 
In addition to operating revenues: 
Require that not more than &• 
per cent of the number of aliens 
admissible to this country In any 
one year bo transported In foreign 
bottoms; , 
Authorise the payment of an ad- 
ditional month's pay .annually 'to 
officers and men of the merchant 
marine who shall enlist In "the 
merchant marine naval reserve," 
which the bill would establish as a 
component part of any reserve 
force of the United States navy.
